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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding the applicant's argument presented 
for the 112 second paragraph rejection of claims 2-4, reciting mathematical formulas, the argument is not persuasive. The applicant 
because "selecting" is a positive step. However, selecting a temperature by performing a calculation, without actually doing anything with 
result of the calculation or without applying the calculation or temperature in this case to a method step to be performed lacks a positive 
active step. 

The applicant further argues Zumbrunnen fails to teach selecting a temperature based on energy consumption per unit weight of the 
inorganic materail. The applicant points out Zumbrunnen teaches an overall energy consumption by maintaining a melt level, controlling 
the temperature of crucible, heat transfer therethrough and melt temperature. In response, the energy consumption per unit weight is 
based on useful energy (for the melting of the inorganic material) and the energy loss (through the device and melt). This essentially is an 
overall heat balance of the process. Therefore, the energy consumption per unit weight is based on the overall energy consumption, since 
the overall energy consumption is similarly based on the energy in and energy loss. Zumbrunnen teaches minimizing this energy, 
therefore and thus teaches selecting a temperature based on an energy consumption at a minimal. 
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
